1. Plug in the Hardware 

1.1 Insert the 2Way (A) into a free USB port.(B) 




If drivers are not found 
automatically, insert 
your original Windows 
disk or let Windows 
search for USB audio 
device drivers. 



1 .2 Take the audio lead provided and insert the 4 Pole plug (C) into 
the2Way 



1 .3 Take the other end of the audio 
lead, and insert the 3 Pole plug (D) 
into Radio Headset Jack (E) 

1.4 The radio connected to 2Way 
device is the DingoTel Base 
Station Radio. Turn this radio on 
and set the volume dial to 
maximum. DO NOT pick up this 
radio. DO NOT talk into this radio. 





1.5 Turn on your 2nd radio and set it on the same channel as the 
Base Station Radio. You will use the 2nd radio to communicate. 
This radio is called the Handheld Radio. 
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2. Install the DjngoTel Software 

2.1 Insert the CD-Rom. The installation should auto-start. If it 
does not, then browse to the CD-Rom drive and double click 
setup.exe 

2.2 Make sure you have plugged in the 2Way device 
according to section 1 of this guide, then click OK to begin 
installing 2Way. 

2.3 Follow the on-screen instructions and choose the default 
settings for simplicity. You may change them at any time. 

2.4 You will be presented with a summary of your current 
installation options. Please check that they are correct, and 
then click Install. 

2.5 Click Finish to reboot your computer. 



3. Register on the DingoTei Network 

3.1 2Way will launch automatically after reboot. 
Alternatively, use the 2Way icon on your desktop. 

3.2 Mobile User pop up. Select this option if your internet 
connection changes frequently (e.g. wireless laptop).
